ing five tickets, which he sells to his 
friends, if hi- is liu-ky eno.itfh to ha\_c 
five who arc desirous of getting a pair 
of $3 30 boots for 13 cents. 31 is irieiids 
in turn bring tho ti"kct.s into the office 
and get books to w-11 ID tliL>ir friends, 
and when the five tickets that the orig- 
inal purchaser has sold hau> all been 
returned to the oilice he is entitled to a 
pair of ?3.M shoes which will be de- 
Ihered to him at one of two stores in 
the city. 


It will readily be scon that tho 


amount received by the company sell 
ing the tickets is not really the ] 5 cents 
that they cost the purchaser of the tick- 
ets, but 'the 73 cents that he pays for his 
book, the difference being made up by 
the men that do not sell all the tickets 
iu their books. This is tin- prime in- 
ccutnc in the scheme, and it is what ii 
making it go. The multiplying power 
is, ot couise, enormous, and it is this 
i hat makes it almost absolutely certain 
that it will be a failure, or, rather, that 
its success will be only temporary. It 
has now been in operation for about 
two weeks, and in that time 8,000 books 
hiive been sold. On the supposition that 
H takes a week to sell each of theso 
books, the sales will be 10.000 by Octo- 
ber 31. By November 7 they will be 
200,000, and by November 14 1,000,000, 
or one for each inhabitant of the met- 
ropolitan district. 
In other words, it 


would be necessary for this company to 
sell a pair of shoes to every man, woman 
and child in the metropolitan district 
once in every five weeks, ev en if they be- 
gan all over again each time, and if the} 
did not, in eight w eeks their sales would 
be far in excels of the population of tho 
United States. Itisnothki ly that they 
w ill do this, although Boston is n pretty 
good shoe town, and meantime, as the 
people round lloston begin to get ac- 
commodated with $3.50 shoes, 
the 


agents will find it hard work to sell 
their tickets. As soon as this happens, 
the scheme will drop because of the very 
reason for its first success, the differ- 
ence of GO cents between the price of the 
tickets and the price of the book. In 
other words, people will not buy tickets 
because they will be airaid that tbe> 
cannot sell their tickets in turn, and 
they will become a drug on the market. 


In its workings the scheme is much 


like a western land boom; in the first 
place every one is anxious to get in and 
sell on a rising market. They know 
that thi- land is not worth what thi-} 
pay for it, but they bche\e that thej 
can sell out again before it begins to 


rop; but when it does begin to dro] 
he holders at that time cannot get out 
ast enough. 
There is food for speculation in the 
act that these $3.50 .shoes are sold foi 
5 cents. By buying in large quantities- 
t would be barely possible to get a 
airly good pair of shoes fur that price, 
but it is hardly probable that the com- 
pany is in business for the benefit oi 
Hirr.anity in general, and the only two 
suppositions that appear to be open are 
cither that the shoes are really not $3.30 
shoes at all, or that the company is 
banking on the unsold and unredeemed 
tickets that will be floating about the 
community at the end of the game 
Suppose, for instance, that the sale ol 
tickets stops with the 8,000 books now 
out. This would bring in to the com- 
pany a clear £5,000 for two weeks' busi- 
ness at the expense of the rent of a 
small office, two fetrale clerks, and o 
little printing, and the more books 
there are'sold the larger their profits 
will be while they remain in business. 
—Boston Transcript.

should confess himself tbe ptrpetiator 
UL crime i.-> natnrnl enough. The proi- 
peet of relief from actual pain is a 
lemptjtion that blinds Ihe sufferer to 
the ftituie.
